LETTER CHOICE oy Henry Kroger 


The object of Letter Choice is to use all the letters (except those circled) in the dia- 
gram below in spelling out seven everyday words of three or more leffers. 


TO SOLVE: Each word you form MUST begin with one of the circled letters heading 
the columns. The second letter of the word must be from the column headed by the 
circled letter with which you began the word. The third letter must be chosen from a 
column HEADED BY THE SAME LETTER USED AS THE SECOND LETTER of your word. Con- 
tinue selecting letters in this fashion. Not all the letters in the diagram have a corre- 
sponding circled letter heading a column. Therefore, if you pick a letter that does not 
head a column, you cannot continue forming that word. SAMPLE 


For example: Notice how the word MONTH can be formed 
in the sample diagram. Starting with the circled M at the top 
of the sixth column, find the O in that column. Then locate 
the N in the column headed by the O, the T in the column 
headed by N, and the H in the T column. Because there is no 
column headed by the letter H, you can go no further (you 
could not form the word “monthly,” for example). 


You do not have to keep going until you come fo a letter that does not head a col- 
umn; you may stop at any point. For instance, you could form the word TIME (start- 
ing with the circled T, finding the | in the T column, the M in the | column, and the E 
in the M column). At this point you could use the R in the E column to form TIMER, or 
save it for later use. 


Since you may use each UNCIRCLED letter only once, cross out each letter as you use 
it. Do NOT cross out any of the circled letters as you will need them to start other 
words and fo locate other letters. Once you have crossed out all the letters in a col- 
umn, however, you may not use the circled letter heading that column for either 
starting new words or continuing other words. NOTE: You will not use every circled 
letter to start a word, and you may use a circled letter to begin more than one word. 


TO SCORE: Score 1 point for each letter in the words you form, including the first let- 
ter. The more letters used, the better your score. Remember, form everyday words; 
neither proper nouns nor words of fewer than three letters are allowed. To get a per- 
fect score, all the uncircled letters must be used. 


Our answer, with a perfect score of 45 points, is on page 129.
